hideous tone cried, ]T ama PI OT; Woe to England ; Farwel till 78. and vani- 
(h-d. No ſooner was it gone, but a ſtupid amazement ſeized upon the Majeſty of 
Yoland; and caſt bim into a deep ſleep, where he lay till morning ; when awake- 
ring, he found himſelf ſtripr of all the high and aſpiring thoughts that before had 
fill:d his mind 3. Pity and Compaſiion towards his Native-Countrey cooled ut- 
terly his Ambition 3 and from that moment he laid by all thoughts of Converting 
the Turk, and reſolved to ſtay at home for the Confounding the Pope. - 

Thus has this goo! Man (for now he is no more his Majeſty again) refuſed the 
areatelt Promoxion.rthat perhaps any Subject of Frgland was ever raiſed to,meerly 
toftand in a Gap here, and [tay the Plague that was coming upon ns.
